An unprecedented parliamen- 
tary paralysis descended on the

The Alignment and the Likud 
staged a tug-of-war over the 
budgets of the Health Ministry. 
Che Education Ministry' and the 
Housing Ministry's settlement 
operation in the areas. 

The National Religious Party was 
bickering with Aguda: Yisrael and 
Shas on special allocations for reli- 
gious institutions. 

Late last night the NRP faction 
was threatening a revel: against the 
coalition. A faction decision said 
that if the budget were to contain 
items for special allocations to in- 
stitutions. such as the Aguda and 
Shas were demanding as a fail-safe 
policy, the NRP would vote against 
the budget on the final reading. It 
would also convene the party forums 
to discuss whether it ought to remain 
inside the national unity coalition. 

The Alignment and the Likud 
were trying to work out a comprom- 
ise between the NRP on one hand 
and the Aguda and Shas on tee 
other, while tbe task of tee rwo big 
parties was made all the harder by 
the NRP dutching tightly to the 
Alignment's coat-tails and Aguda 


and Shas grasping the Likud just as 

fiercely. 

The plenum session slopped and 
started five times from the unusually 
early hour of 9 a.m.. and it »as 
finally decided to extend the par- 
liamentary week by one more day. 
today. 

The Finance Committee could not 
meet as planned to prepare the 
second reading of the Budget Bill for 
the plenum because the leaders of 
the Alignment, the Likud. Aguda, 
the NRP. Shas and Morasha were 
busy working out the budgetary 
allocations. 

Three opposition factions left the 
Knesset building amid loud public 
declarations of disgust at the horse - 
trading. These were Tehiya. Mapam 
and the Citizens Rights Movement. 

The Alignment and the Likud 
argued about S13 million for the 
education budget to go mostly on 
pre-kindergarten facilities in de- 
velopment areas and on arrange- 


ments for matriculation thugrtiri ex- 
aminations. They quarrelled about 
Slim, for new settlement in Judea 
and Samaria, the Golan Heights and 
the Jordan Valley. 

But the tw-o big factions generated 
most mutual friction over the Align- 
ment's demand ro grant the Health 
Ministry another 560m. because the 
Treasury had deliberately withheld 
subsidies. The Treasury’ argued that 
it had legitimately withheld S60m. 
because Kupat Holtm owed this to 
the government on account of send- 
ing its patients to state hospitals. 

Meanwhile. Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i was. seen by the Align- 
ment as deliberately causing a prob- 
lem with his insistence that Kupat 
Holim start charging its patients be- 
tween S3 and S5 for every visit to a 
family doctor.

Rare Knesset session scheduled today 


Hfflel slams government over delays

At 8:05 p.m. yesterday. Knesset 
Speaker Shlomo Hillel told the 
House - which had been in session, 
on and off. since 9 a.m. - teat tee 
budget bill w ns still not ready and 
that the House would meet at i p.m.

This followed a House Committee 
decision shortly before to schedule a 
rare Thursday session, after it 
learned that the government had still 
not reached agreement over the con- 
troversial issues that bad been under 
discussion all day long.

Mapam. Tehiya and the Citizens 
Rights Movement - as a protest 
against the manner in which the 
budget had (or had not) been pre- 
sented. to boycott the debate on it 
today. 

That was not a parliamentary way 
of acting. Hillel declared. Criticism 
of the government, or of the coali- 
tion, should be expressed from the 
Knesset platform. 

The postponement until this after- 
noon followed four recesses called 
during yesterday's session in the 
hope teat tbe Knesset would be able 
to pass tee budget yesterday - even 
late at night - and go off for its 
five-week Pessah recess. 

Hillel opened yesterday's session 


- the last regular session of tee 
winter term - with a blast at the 
government for keeping the Knesset 
•*on stand by" until it was ready with 
its budget bill. 

At the government’s request, he 
said, tbe opening of the session had 
been advanced two hours to 9 a.m.. 
in order that the budget could pass 
its second and third readings. 

The Knesset was ready, bur the 
government was not. And it had no 
good excuse. Hillel declared. This 
was not something beyond the gov- 
erment's control, and it consituted 
"contempt for the Knesset border- 
ing on tee intolerable."

Bank of Israel budget to Treasury control

Shabbat protest 
organizers fined 


PETAH TIKVA (Itim). - Three 
leaders of demonstrations against 
Shabbat movies here, convicted last 
week of violating terms of permits 
for the protests, were fined yester- 
day by the Petah Tikva Magistrates 
Court. Dozens of ultra-Orthodox 
supporters who had crowded into 
the courtroom sang and danced after 
the judge read the apparently light 
sentences. 

Rabbi Yitzhak Halperin, chair- 
man of the Committee for Keeping 
the Shabbat and head of the Sanz 
hassidic community in Petah Tikva. 
was fined IS 100 .000. Shabbat com- 
mittee member Michael Lipsky. who 
had been convicted of a similar 
charge in the past, was fined 
IS200.000 and ordered to put up 
ISZ50.000 as bond that he would not 
violate police directives. Another 
member of the committee. Yosef 
Lavel. was fined IS50.000. 
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Treasury wants to limit 
freedom: Central Bank

Top Bank of Israel officials yester- 
day accused the Treasury of trying to 
limit the bank's freedom of action 
after the ministry insisted on naming 
the central bank among institutions 
included in the Budget Principles 
Bill. 

The law gives the Treasury exten- 
sive powers of intervention in man- 
aging the finances of public sector 
institutions. It gives the ministry the 
right to start disciplinary action 
against officials helping to exceed 
budgetary limits, and to determine 
the number of workers and wage 
levels in the institutions. 

According to central bank senior 
officials, the inclusion of the Bank of 
Israel in the Budget Principles Bill 
means the central bank would be 
administratively subordinate to the 
Treasury. “There is simply no way of 
separating administrative independ- 
ence from basic freedom of action 
and criticism," they said. 

The officials claimed that the 
Treasury's step will enable it to put 
presure on the central bank to mod- 
erate bank criticism of ministry poli- 


cy. “TheTreasury will simply use the 
administrative powers the law grants 
it to curtail the bank's autonomy in 
judging econoAic policies." they 
said. 

The officials complained, furth- 
ermore. that the Treasury had not 
been actingin good faith. “We disco- 
vered one day. by chance, that the 
bank was included in the Treasury’s 
bill, and when we asked the ministry 
about this we were told it was a 
mistake that would be corrected," 
the officials said. 

But when several days passed 
without any correction being made. 
Bank of Israel Governor Mosbe 
Mandelbaum wrote to Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee chairman Avra- 
ham Shapira attacking the Treasury. 

£n his letter Mandelbaum said the 
Treasury's plan to include the Bank 
of Israel among the bodies subordin- 
ated to it contradicts the Bank of 
. Israel Law. The governor added that 
such a measure would mean the end 
of the central bank's independence 
at a time when there is growing 
awareness that this independence is 
needed to prevent the economy from 
sliding further downhill. 


Free trade zone clears Senate committee 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. Senate Finance Committee 
yesrerday informally agreed to leg- 
islation setting up a free trade zone 
between the U.S. and Israel. 

The free trade zone, the first be- 
tween the U.S. and any other coun- 
try, calls for the end to all tariffs on 
goods traded between the two coun- 
tries. 

Almost all Israeli goods enter the 
U.S. duty free under other trade 
agreements, but the free trade zone 
would give U.S. pruducts the same 
treatment in Israel. 

The plan is to help U.S. com- 


panies meet competition with Euro- 
pean exports to Israel. Israel has 
negotiated a similar trade agreement 
with the European community. 

Little difficulty is seen in gaining 
final, formal approval by Congress 
once agreement is reached with the 
House of Representatives Ways and 
Means Committee on continued 
protection for some U.S. industries. 

The administration negotiated the 
free trade agreement with Israel last 
year, but Congress must still 
approve the legislation allowing it to 
take effect. 


Kidnapped Briton released in Beirut 


BEIRUT ( AP). - Geoffrey Nash, a 
Briton who was the first victim in a 
two-week spare of kidnappings of 
foreigners in Lebanon, was released 
unharmed early yesterday morning 
near his home In the Moslem sector 
of Beirut. 

Nash's daughter, Nadia, said her 
60-year-old father showed up alone 


that involved '‘hours of driving’' dur- 
ing which he was blindfolded, she 
added. 


News of Nash's safe release was 
first reported by the British Foreign 
Office in London and then con- 
firmed by British Ambassador 
David Miers in Beirut 


at midnight, saying he had been 
released from a car nearby in West 


Beirut's commercial district of Ham- 
ra and walked the short distance to 
the family’s house in Makhoul 
Street. 

Nash, a metallurgist who has lived 
in Lebanon for 37 years, told his 
family he was set free after a journey 


The freed scientist was the first 
among nine westerners to be kidnap- 
ped or to disappear in Lebanon since 
March 14. Among the rest were two 
other Britons, four French diplo- 
mats, a Dutch priest and American 
journalist Terry Anderson, chief 
Middle East correspondent for tbe 
Associated Press. 


fiO refuseniks petition for exit visas 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Fifty Soviet 
Jews have petitioned the authorities 
demanding the right to emigrate to 
Israel, Jewish sources said yester- 
day. 


Petitions from 50 applicants re- 
fused exit visas were presented to the 
Soviet visa authorities by a delega- 
tionofthree. 


The sources said the meeting 
yesterday was the first at which offi- 
cials bad agreed to see such a delega- 
tion. 

Aftr the 45-minute meeting, offi- 
cials gave no indication that there 
would be movement on demands for 
easier emigration or guarantees of 
no reprisals against anyone applying 
for permission to leave. 


Woman, 71, dies under wheels of train

Hanna Lewin, former mayor of Rishon 


Haima Lewin. the beloved “mam- 
meh" of Jewish servicewomen, and 
the former mayor of Rishon Lezion 
died at Assaf Harofeh Hospital 
Tuesday. 

The funeral procession is to leave 
from the municipality for the old 
Rishon cemetery at 4 p.m. today. 

Lewin was bom in Poltava in the 
Ukraine- in 1897 and was a music 
teacher. She arrived in the country in 
1923 and on tbe outbreak of World 
War II she volunteered for the ATS 
(British Army Transport Service). 
Subsequently she ran the Jewish 


Agency office which provided assist- 
ance to servicewomen following 
rheir demobilization. 

During the War of Independence. 
Lewin beaded the IDF Women's 
Services' recruiting department. 

Lewin served for many years on 
the Rishon Lezion Municipal Coun- 
cil and became mayor in 1956. She 
retired in I960, but continued to be 
active in Wizo and the Soldiers' 
Welfare Association. 

Lewin lit the Independence Day- 
beacon at Mount Herzl last year. 
(A.Z.). 


Gov’t hospital workers 
protest outside Knesset 


About 1.000 nurses and admin- 
sit naive workers from government 
hospitals demonstrated outside the 
Knesset yesterday in protest against 
plans to abolish 600 jobs.

Arkia staff threaten to thwart 
new German charter flights

TEL AVTV. - Arkia’s staff commit- 
tee. which claimed yesterday chat 
Yitzhak Gadish. boss of the bank- 
rupt Maof airlines; was seeking a 
comeback through a Germany com- 
pany. threatened to demonstrate 
and possibly prevent the take-off of 
his planes should they land here. 

The threat was issued after a Ger- 
man charter airline Jet Air requested 
permission to operate four flights 
between Frankfurt and Ben-Gun on 
Airport. 

The Civil Aviation Authority 
main tained however, that there was 
no proof Gadish was really behind 
the planned flights, adding there 
were no legal grounds to deny the 
requested landing permit. Accor- 
dingly. the first flight is expected 
next Tuesday. 

Gadish has been working in Ger- 
many since Maof went bankrupt last 
November owing close to S20 million 
- with assets worth only S2m. to 
S3m. Reports reaching Israel said he 
was one of the managers of a new 
company. Travel Team, and that it 
was tbe one behind Jet Air s request. 

Accordingly. Arkia’s staff com- 
mittee vesterdav cabled the Trans- 


port Ministry protesting against the 
flights and adding it feared the new 
competition would further weaken 
the airline . The workers warned they 
would demonstrate if the landing 
permit is granted and “we may have 
to take organizational steps to pre- 
vent Jet Air's planes from taking 
off.” 


Tiyulei Kagalil. the Israeli com- 
pany which requested the landing 
permits on the German's behalf - 
denied any involvement by Gadish 
and a Transport Ministry legal advis- 
er concluded that there were no legal 
grounds to deny the request. 

Accordingly' the CAA was in- 
structed to grant the permit on con- 
dition the chatter operation deposit 
$60,000 to 70.000 tc cover the cost of 
flying all the passengers on sche- 
duled carriers should the chatter 
service be suspended before they 
complete their journey. 

That sum was not deposited in 
time for the first Sights - scheduled 
for last Tuesday and the flight was 
cancelled. However, a Jet Air repre- 
sentative said he had deposited 
$40,000 for the flights starting next 
week.

The NRP said that in the event of 
agreement on special allocations for 
religious institutions, they must be 
distributed solely according to the 
published and fair criteria stipulated 
in a recent cabinet decision. The 
NRP also demanded that the In- 
terior Ministry (controlled by Shas) 
transfer to the Religious Affairs 
Ministry (controlled by the NRP) all 
funds for cemeteries, synagogues 
and ritual baths. 


Shas leaders contended that the 
whole sum concerned amounted to 
SI .9m. which they would pay with- 
out demur. But NRP leaders coun- 
tered that the sum amounted to 
Sl0.3m. and that they would not 
accept one cent less. 

With regard to the S9m. requested 
for special allocations to religious 
institutions, the Alignment first sug- 
gested that Aguda get Sim. of it for 
its Torah Veyahadut La'am project, 
plus another $750,000 from the re- 
serve of the education budget. Like- 
wise. Shas would get the same sums 
for its El Hama'ayan project. 

The NRP rejected this idea point 
blank. 

The NRP argued that since the 
distribution of al] such funds accord- 
ing to published criteria was a 
guarantee of fairness and integrity. 
Aguda and Shas bad nothing to fear 
from the fact that the funds would be 
channelled through the NRP- 
controlled Religious Affairs Minis- 
try. 

Aguda and Shas countered that 
while they realized the NRP might 
noi abuse its power and might in fact 
payout the funds it was supposed to. 
they would prefer if the budget con- 
tained a special item for Torah 
Veyahadut La'am and El 
Hama'ayan. which would not be 
drawn on should the Religious 
Affairs Ministry pay out the money 
promptly from the originally 
budgered S9m. 

The. NRP rejected this fail-safe 
funding proposal as well. It may. 
however, relent by this morning, 
thus allowing, at least part of the 
budget logjam* to be freed. 

At a meeting with Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres, one of many during 
the day, Aguda leaders said that the 
Alignment was committed to ensur- 
ing that Aguda institutions got the 
same money as before the last elec- 
tions. Deputy Social Affairs Minis- 
ter Menahem Porush told The Jeru- 
salem Posr. "Peres agreed when the 
coalition was being formed, that 
even though the Aguda shrank from 
four to two MKs. its institutions had 
cot shrunk.” 

Porush said; "Peres promised us 
we'd get the same monev everv 


cent, and he promised that we'd 
hand out the money and nobody 
else. Now he ha£ to keep his prom- 
ise.” 

Porush said: "Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg, the NRP lead- 
er. wants every religious institution 
ra the country to crime crawling to 
him on its knees and fawning aU over 
him before he signs the cheque. That 
we won’t stand for." 

Porush also had some reproaches 
for the Alignment and the Likud 
who had allegedly "increased the 
allocations for their party ideological 
foundations by 66 per cent." 

Inside the Alignment friction, late 
last night, there was turmoil as 
Health Minister Mordechai Gut out- 
lined a new proposal by Modal 
about the funding for Kupat Holim. 
Modai's proposal, said to have been 
coordinated with Peres, envisaged 
granting Kupat Holim $5m. per 
month for a three-month period with 
another $5m. per month for the 
same period to be held in reserve for 
Kupat Holim by the Health Minis- 
try. During this three-month period, 
Kupat Holim would have to work 
out an arrangement for patients to 
pay family doctors a sum for each 
visit. 

Most of the Alignment faction 
were up in arms, however, at this 
proposal, regarding it as a surrender 
to the Treasury. When Kessar inter- 
rupted Gut and asked him on whose 
authority he had discussed the new 
proposal with Moda'i. Gur replied: 
"On Shimon Peres's authority." 
Whereupon Kessar retorted in En- 
glish: “So what." 

Gur. flushing in anger, then said: 
“It's time you realized you shouldn't 
talk about Shimon that way in the 
faction.” 

Since the Alignment failed to 
reach agreement last night about the 
problem of Kupat Holim funding, it 
fixed another meeting for this morn- 
ing before the Knesset session is due 
to begin. 

Cose to midnight, the Alignment 
ministers met to seek a formula 
which the factions would acoept. No 
time was fixed, as yet, for the Fi- 
nance Committee to approve the 
budget on the second reading, so 
that even the latest decision to con- 
vene the plenum of the Knesset at I 
p.m. is not being considered as final.

Get high-tech skills or be jobless 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - The presi- 
dent of CBS News yesterday con- 
ceded that an Israeli tank which fired 
at a CBS crew in South Lebanon, 
killina two men, may have been *'a 
good "deal further" from foe victims 
than witnesses first reported. 

But Edward Joyce also said it was 
now clear that foe Lebanese crew 
“was not among a group of armed 
men, as originally claimed by the 
Israel Defent* Forces, when it was 
hit in an attack last Thursday which 
killed a cameraman and soundman 
and injured a driver. 

“A high Israeli official has indi- 
cated thin this claim was in error.” 
Joyce said, adding that the official 
said the tank had fired at people the 
Israelis had thought were armed. 


If Israeli estimates that the tank 
was as far as 2.5 kilometres from ihe 
CTew were correct. Jovce said, it was 
possible that the tank crew was un- 
able to make out the camera and the 
press signs on the crew's car. 

Joyce said he regretted that Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres "elected not 
to investigate the incident further 
and plans no measures which could 
prevent a recurrence of last week's 
tragedy." 

The statement purailed yester- 
day's remarks in Tel Aviv h> CBS 
News Vice-President Ernest Leiser.

Israelis must be made awzre that 
thev are already in the midst of a 
technological revolution and that 
within a few years anyone not tech- 
nically trained at the highest level 
will be redundant. Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres said yesterday . 

Speaking to the 2^-member 
National Council for Research and 
Development. Peres said: "We 
alreadv have a situation in which 
there are a certain number of per- 
sons working and «el! paid and a 
crowina mass of unemployed and 
unemployable.” 

He stressed that education is the 
main concern of the hour, said no 
efforts should be spared in making 
sure that every boy and girl now in 
school is educated through univer- 
sity. 

Speaking of foe need for more 
Israeli science and development. 
Peres said that while foe Arab states 
have a smaller percentage of edu- 


cated people, their numbers are so 
vast that ev en this small portion will 
soon outnumber the entire popula- 
tion of Israel . 

“This is an alarming threat to our 
security." he added. 

“Nor can we count on importing 
technology from abroad, because 
the buving power of our Arab neigh- 
bours is far greater than ours. If we 
want to stay ahead ihen we have to 
keep the lead.” Peres warned. 

Peres also strewed that even 
Israeli agriculture of the future will 
he based on high technology agricul- 
ture. exporting new. bio-engincered 
strains of grains and other products. 

"The limitations of our agriculture 
today."’ he said, “are posed by scien- 
tific research and not by water or by 
land surface.” 

Opening the annual session ol the 
council. Science and Development 
Minister Gideon Pan said this is the 
first meeting of the council attended 
bv a prime minister since the late

16 stu- 
dents in their third year and 34 ta 
their second year at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity have not finished their bag- 
no. The rector is permitted to admit 
such students but they are required 
to complete their bagrui w during their 
first year at foe university. 

At Bezalel. the comptroller's 


office found. 33 out of 165 students 
did not have matriculation certifi- 
cates. Students may be admitted to 
Bezalel without bagrui. but this is a 
provision for exceptional students 
and should not. by law. exceed 10 
per cent of the student body. 

The comptroller also found that 
Bezalel had no clear criteria tor 
admissions and that preferential 
treatment was given in some cases 
but it was impossible to determine 
the basis of these preferences. 

Both institutions were informed of 
the comptroller’s finding and 
warned that they are endangering 
their status as institutes of higher 
learning foat are entitled to confer 
academic degrees.

South Koreans 
return vessel 
to the Chinese 

KUNSAN. South Korea. - A 
Chinese torpedo boat and its crew 
left here last night for home ahead of 
schedule despite strong Taiwanese 
protests, government officials said. 

The 40-ton high-speed boat is 
being towed bv South Korean patrol 
vessels which* will hand it over to 
Chinese ships in the sea midway 
between the two countries. The 
handover is expected to take place 
this morning. 

Improved weather conditions in 
the Yellow Sea allowed the vessels to' 
leave earlier than planed. Rough 
seas off Kunsarc had forced a delay in 

the handover. 

The Chinese boat was towed into 
Kunsan last weekend after a fight on 
board in which six of the 19 crew 
were shot dead and two wounded. 

Taiwanese demonstrators yester- 
day pelted the South Korean Embas- 
sy in Taipei with eggs and tomatoes 
in protest against Seoul's decision to 
return the boat and crew. Earlier 
reports had indicated some of the 
crew members wished to defect to 
Taiwan. 


India passes bill 
on compensation 
for Bhopal victims 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Parlia- 
ment yesterday parsed a bill to en- 
sure quicker compensation for all 
victims of the Bhopal gas disaster 
and to help the Indtjn government 
file claims for compensation on their 
behalf. 

The PressTrustoflndiatPTDsaid 
that after a vigorous debate, both 
houses of parliament passed the bill, 
which replaces a presidential ordi- 
nance issued five weeks ago. 

The Indian government has said it 
has not yet decided whether to file a 
lawsuit on behalf of all victims in 
either U.S. or Indian courts, or to 
pursue a possible out-of-court settle- 
ment with the U.S. Union Carbide 
Corporation. 

But Minister of Chemicals and 
Fertilizer Veerendra Pali! told par- 
liament that the government would 
very' shortly decide whether to file a 
lawsuit in a U.S. court, the news 
agency said. 

He said U.S. lawyers from a Min- 
neapolis firm retained by the Indian 
government had arrived in Delhi for 
discussions. 

PTI quoted one parliamentarian 
from Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
ruling Congress (I) Party as saying 
during yesterday's debate that Indi- 
an authorities should seek the max- 
imum compensation possible. 


Brazilian: recovering 

SAO PAULO ( Reuter). - Brazilian 
President-elect' Tancredb Neves, 
who Tuesday underwent emergency 
surgery for the third time in 12 days, 
was reported in good spirits yester- 
day by Acting President Jose Sar- 
ney. 

Neves underwent surgery for in- 
testinal bleeding. The problem arose 
after two previous intestinal opera- 
tions which prevented his scheduled 
March 15 inauguration as Brazil's 
first civilian head of state in more 
than 20 years. 


Nato defence chiefs 
back space-arms study 


LUXEMBOURG (AP). - Nato de- 
fence ministers yesterday unani- 
mously urged the U.S- to continue 
its space-weapons research prog- 
ramme. declaring it ro be "in Nato’s 
security interest.” 

The alliance defence chiefs, en- 
ding a two-day strategy session on 
nuclear arms policy, also said they 
“strongly support" "the U.S. position 
at the newly restarted arms-controi 
talks with the Soviets. 

In a surprise disclosure after the 
meeting, Nato Secretary-General 
Lord Carrington told reporters the 
number of U.S. cruise and Pershing 
2 nuclear missiles deployed in five 
West-European countries had risen 
to 134 as of the end of December 
1984. 

The most recent count by Nato 
officials had been 93 last November, 
although it was known that Belgium 
had installed 16 cruise missiles ear- 
lier this month. 

The missile programme calls for 
572 of the medium-range missiles to 
be in operation by 1988. and the 
Nato defence ministers reiterated 
yesterday that the deployment 
would continue in the absence of a 


U.S. anns control deal with the 
Soviets. 

Carrington, said the defence 
ministers also condemned the shoot- 
ing in East Germany of a U.S. army 
major as a “wholly unjustifiable act 
of violence.” 

On Tuesday. U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger for- 
mally invited the Nato allies, plus the 
governments of Japan. Australia 
and Israel, to join in the U.S.'s 
space-defence research effort. 

The Danish parliament voted 
Tuesday night against taking pari, 
and Australia yesterday also said it 
would not join. 

In a statement in Bonn setting out 
its attitude to Reagan's programme, 
the West German government said 
there was “every sign” the Soviet 
Union was already carrying out re- 
search of its own into new anti- 
missile technologies, and “research 
in the framework of the Strategic 
Defence Initiative is therefore justi- 
fied.” 

But government sources said 
Bonn regarded the question of parti- 
cipation in the project as open and 
did not expect to take a decision until 
' the autumn at the earliest. 


Negotiators silent on arms talks 


GENEVA (AP). - U.S. and Soviet 
negotiators met for two hours yester- 
day in the first detailed talks on 
strategic nuclear weapons after a 
15-month break. 

Soviet chief delegate Victor Kar- 
pov declined comment on the prog- 
ress of the talks as he left the offices 
of the U.S. Arms Control and Dis- 
armament Agency, after the meet- 
ing. 

Karpov did not answer a reporter 
who asked whether the MX missile 
was discussed in the session. 

Both sides have agreed to keep 


substantive details of the talks con- 
fidential. 

Yesterday's meeting marked the 
start of work in the second negotiat- 
ing subgroup of the three-part nego- 
tiations, which began with a get- 
acquainted meeting March 12. 

The U.S. strategic weapons team 
is headed by John Tower. 

The meeting revived the strategic 
arms reduction talks that were sus- 
pended in December 1983 in a Soviet 
protest against Nato's deployment of 
medium-range missiles. Karpov also 
headed the Soviet delegation while 
Tower is new to the arms team. 


17 asylum-seekers arrested 
in Denmark hostage drama 


I LOEGSTOER, Denmark (AP). - 
Seventeen Lebanese and Palestinian 
asylum-seekers surrendered early 
yesterday after holding two police- 
men and three interpreters hostage, 
■threatening to burn them alive, 
police reported. 

Duty officer Konrad Pape said the 
refugees held knives and what 
appeared to be firebombs as they 
held the five hostage for three hours 
at a refugee housing centre on the 
island of Livoe in north Jutland. 

Red Cross employees and police 
earlier said the foreigners had 


shouted out a window: “We might as 
well bum here as at home.” 

Pape said about 30 armed police, 
rushed from nearby Loegstoer and 
Aalborg, surrounded the building 
before the foreigners gave up early 
yesterday and released the hostages 
unharmed. Ail 17 were taken into 
custody. 

He said the cause of the incident 
was under study but appeared to be 
related to frustration over isolation 
a! the island centre and fears that 
Denmark would refuse to let them 
stay as refugees. 


Libya admits troops remain in Chad 


PARIS (AP). - Defence Minister 
Charles Hemu yesterday admitted 
that Libya is maintaining a strong 
presence in northern Chad despite 
last year’s withdrawal agreement. 
He claimed the number was “less 
than 4.550 but more that it should 
be.” 

Under a mutual withdrawal agree- 
ment between France and Libya, ait 
Libyan and French troops were to 
have been pulled out of that north- 


central African connuy. France 
finished withdrawing its 3,500 troops 
in Operation Manta mid-November. 

Since then there have been persis- 
tent reports that Libya bad failed to 
live up to the agreement. On Sun- 
day. Chadian President Hisscne 
Habre said there are now 7,000 Li- 
byan troops in the north with avia- 
tion. tanks and sophisticated air de- 
fences. 
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Red Brigades 
claim murder 
of economist 

ROME (Rent ei). - An Italian eco- 
nomist who advocated curbs on the 
system of inflation-linked wage rises 
was shot dead here yesterday and 
signs pointed to the extreme left Red 
Brigades as the killers. - 

Professor Ezio Tarantelli. 43. was 
getting into his car after delivering a 
lecture at Rome University when 
two young men approached. One of 
them sprayed the economist with 
about 20 shots from a submachine 
gun. police quoted witnesses as 
saying. 

University students took Taran- 
telli. injured in the head, to the 
nearby Polyclinic Hospital where he 
died almost immediately. The 
I attackers, described by witnesses as 
of swarthy appearance, were be- 
lieved to have fled on a motorcycle. 

Soon afterwards, an anonymous 
telephone caller told a private Milan 
radio siaticm: “We are from the Red 
Brigades. We claim the attack." 

Police said they bad found a 25- 
page Red Brigades pamphlet at the 
scene of the attack in a university car 
park. 

Tarantelli. married with one son. 
was one of Italy's foremost Catholic 
labour experts' and was close to the 
Catholic-controlled Cisl Trade Un- 
ion Confederation. 


Armenian Catholic 
archbishop decries 
anti-Turk terror 

1 CAIRO (Reuter). - Armenian 
Catholic Archbishop Jean-Pierre 
Kasparian yesterday denounced 
Armenian guerrilla violence against 
Turkey and said the Armenian' issue 
must be solved through international 
organizations. 

“I say terrorism for us is not a 
means of retrieving our usurped 
rights and we ask that the Armenian 
problem be discussed within interna- 
tional institutions, such as die Un- 
ited Nations.” he said. 

“Murder and violence cannot be 
justified.” he said when asked about 
the Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia, which has 
waged a terror campaign against 
Turkish institutions. 

Kasparian. whose see is in Beirut, 
is archbishop of the Armenian 
Catholic community, which he said 
totalled about 500.000'worldwide. 

He would not comment on the 
conditions of Armenians living in 
Turkey, except to say the church was 
exercising its legitimate rights to- 
ward the Armenian community. 


Sino-Soviet 
talks to resume 
next month 

PEKING (Reuter). - China said 
yesterday it would resume talks with 
the Soviet Union next month on 
ways of improving political relations 
amid signs that a thaw is under way 
between the two long-hostile Com- 
: munist giants. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said the sixth round of the discus- 
sions began in October 1982 would 
take place in Moscow starting April ! 
9. 

He did not say who would lead the 
Chinese delegation, but Chinese 
officials have said they expect Vice- 
Foreign Minister Qian Qichen to 
represent Pelting again. 

Since the fifth round of talks late 
last year, when Qian faced bis old 
sparring partner. Deputy Foreign 
Minister Leonid Dyichov. there have 
been a number of signs that the two 
sides have decided to work towards 
healing their two-decade rift.

S. Africa judge opens inquiry 
into police shooting of 19 


UITENHAGE. South Africa (AP). 
- A judge yesterday visited the scene 
of last week's police shooting of 19 
black marchers to open an urgent 
inquiry into conflicting versions of 
whether the protesters provoked 
police into firing on the crowd. 

In Cape Town, a magistrate post- 
poned until June 3 the cases of 50 
people, including some of the na- 
tion's most prominent anti- 
apartheid clerics, who were among 
239 arrested Tuesday during an illeg- 
al march to protest against the police 
action. The other 189 defendants are 
expected to appear in court today 
and tomorrow for the same post- 
ponement. No bail was charged. 

Supreme Court Judge Donald 
Kanneraeyer. under heavy police . 
guard, toured Langa township near 
the white industrial centre of 
Uitenhage in the Eastern Cape Pro- 
vince where police fired on a crowd 
of blacks marching to a banned 
funeral last Thursday. 


Later. Kanaemeyer was to start 
hearing testimony from police in-, 
volved in the shooting incident. The . 
provincial Supreme Court justice is 
to hear public testimony next week 
on claims that the crowd did not 
throw stones or petrol bombs . at 
police and that the shootings were’ 
unprovoked. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu, the 1984 
Nobel peace laureate, said in Johan- 
nesburg that the fundamental cause 
of the deaths, at Uitenhage was -*the- 
vicious and unjust policy of apart- 
heid. Until that is dismantled, ev- 
erything the government does will be 
mere tinkering with peripheral mat- 
ters.” 

Meanwhile, the editor of The 
Cope Times newspaper and its poli- =■ 
tical correspondent have been 
ordered to appear in court after 
publishing remarks by a black leader 
banned from being quoted in South 
Africa. Times officals said' yester- 
day. 




UK clamps down on foreign doctors 


LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's government 
has announced an almost total ban 
on doctors and dentists from abroad 
coming to work in Britain. 

Social Services Secretary Norman 
Fowler told the House of Commons 
on Tuesday nigh, that with a few 
exceptions, immigration rules will be 
tightened from next Monday to end 
unrestricted access to this country by 
doctors and dentists from abroad. 

. Tne London Times said the new 
rules are aimed particularly at doc- 
tors from the new Commonwealth - 
the black, brown and Asian coun- 


tries of the 49-nation association of 
Britain and its former colonies - and 
dentists from predominantly white 
Australia. 

Fowler said the new rules will not 
affect the Several thousand overseas 
doctors, student doctors and dentists 
already in Britain.. : 

The government decision follows 
a report by the 62,000-memberBfit-; 
ish Medical Association, represent- ■ 
ing some two-thirds of the doctors in 
Britain, which said 20 per cent of 
junior doctors' have been unem- 
ployed at some stage in the past two 
years. f *• 


Spain sacks seven senior policemen 


MADRID (Reuter). - Spain's 
Socialist government has dismissed 
seven senior police officers and dis- 
banded an entire unit in a move to 
counter mounting unrest over a cam- 
paign to demilitarize the force. In- 
terior Ministry officials said yester- 
day. 

The officers were all army men 
who opposed plans to convert the 
50,000-strong force into a civilian 
organization. 

Some 300 men of the disbanded 
unit in the northern city of Leon had 
staged a sit-in earlier this month to 
force the resignation of their com- 
mander, Capt. Francisco Javier 
Alvarez of the army, whom they 
accused of despotic behaviour. 


The Leon protest was part of, a 
campaign to demilitarize the. force in

WHEN THE. first textile factors 
opened in Beeraheba' in the early 
Sixties, there were fewer than 60 
women registered at the placement 
centre. But when word of the new 
Factory spread. 1 .500 women applied 
for jobs there. 

“This show’s that there were (and 
are)- plenty of women willing and 
eager, to work outside the home."

Sometimes even poor-paving jobs 
are not available to women today in 
the Negev region- Recently, work- 
seeking women coming to the Dimo- 
na employment office were greeted 
by -a handwritten sign: “No jobs 
today.” 

- The unemployment rate among 
the Negec's population is now \en 
high: 10-30 peT cent of most of the 
area s workforce is on the dole. But 
women -suffer from unemployment 
more than men. 

Women with no vocational train- 
ing work at present in such places as 
ithe labour-intensive factories be- 

- longing to the kibbutzim in the west- 
I era Negev near Netivot and Sderot. 

“The work is simple, temporary, 
monotonous, and unskilled." sax's 
Esther Levinson, who works as a 
planner with the Jewish Agency's 
Project Renewal programme m the 
I Negev. ‘They earn less than the 
dole.” 

Despite a day-care centre set up 
for cheir children, the women work 
under appalling conditions. One re- 
cently told reporters that during the 
past' eight years, she has never sat 
down while on the job fat the 
kibbutz-operated regional laundry l . 

In another factory near Sderot.. 
where rows of women wash in- 
numerable dead chickens, the noise 
is deafening. While earplugs are 
available, the foreman concedes that 
the women are unaware of it and 
j never ask for them. 

Negev women are also working as 
fruit pickers and packers, earning 
reasonable wages but only on a tem- 
porary basis. The season is less than 
six months in length, so' once it is - 
i over the women are not only out of a 
job but are also ineligible for unem- 
[ ployment compensation. 

On the other end of the employ- 
’ ment spectrum are well-educated 
women who. more often than not. 
find it difficult to get suitable work. 
Mitzpe Ramon .Mayor Shmuel 
. Cohen calls them "time bombs." 
explaining that once they realize that 
they' cannot get a job in the. area, 
they, pressure their families to leave 
with them and find jobs in the centre 
of the country*. 

In Dimona. the situation has de- 
teriorated so much that the once- 
booming town now has 1.000 empty 
apartments. Regional plants such as 
Negev Phosphates. Dead Sea Works 
and the Nuclear Research Centre 
offer good jobs - and even provide 
transportation - but they offer most- 
ly shift work which is difficult for 
women with small children. 

"The problem is very severe." 
rioted Bezalel Tabib. chairman of 
the Arad labour council. “We have a 
whole raqge of women with a re- 
latively high educational level, but 
this is a small town with limited job 
' opportunity." 

In December 1984. there were 209 
women- listed as seeking work 
through the Arad placement centre. 
Only 98 jobs were offered during 
• that month to both women and men. 


THOSE IN the government who 
want to solve economic ‘problems 
with unemployment should realize 
that they will destroy families in the 
process. This was the unanimous 
opinion of psychologists, social 
workers and sociologists participat- 
ing iri'a discussion on “families in 
time of economic uncertainty.” 
sponsored by the Tel Aviv branch of 
the Israel Family Therapy Associa- 
tion at Tel Aviv University. 

Shaul Navon. a psychologist and 
moderator of the discussion, quoted 
.American research which showed 
that thousands of murd ers and 
suicides could be attributed to unem- 
ployment, and somewhere between 
one-third and three-quarters of the 
unemployed (depending which 
study you believe)' began divorce 
' proceedings as a result of the strains 
‘. which, unemployment placed on the 
marriage. 

. Sociologist Yohanan Peres of Tel 
Aviv University said that though 
everyone is primarily concerned ab- 
out unemployment of the husband 
and father; the loss of the woman’s 
job Iroiild bring about equally serious 
problems in the marital relationship. 

“Of course, there are many fami- 
r ties which cope successfully with un- 
. employment, just as there are many 
which' coped with far worse situa- 
tions, such as the Holocaust. 

“In cases where the family does 
not cope, there may have been latent 
problems which unemployment 
bringsto the surface, or the marriage 
may have become a purely business 
arrangement which falls apart when 
businesses bad. 

“Many wiyes of unemployed hus- 
bands w3l blame their husbands for 
being jobless; after all, they will say, 
- the neighbours are still working, and 
if their husband had tried harder, of 
had inqre education or done this or 
that, he would stiR be working , too. ”

should be encouraged to learn a 
trade or profession and to dex'elop a 
career, for the benefit of the entire 
family and as insurance for hard 
times. 

Yael Giron, a social work lecturer 
at Tel Aviv University, said that 
unemployment is at least a dear-cut 
situation. Economic uncertainty, in 
terms of not knowing bow much 
your salary will be or will buy next 
month, may be less dramatic, but it 
afreets more families and causes its 
own xvear and tear. She said many 
families are loxx’ering their children's 
alloxvances. not only to save money 
but also because they suddenly see 
thrift as a positive value, and ore less 
generous about sending children to 
after-school clubs or buying them 
treats. 

Priorities and patterns of decision- 
making within rhe family change as a 


result of economic uncertainty, she 
said. One of the major difficulties, 
however, is that many families seek 
help in dealing with the new situa- 
tion precisely at a time when private 
therapy is beyond their means and 
when public treatment services are 
understaffed and hav e more clients 
than thex can handle . 

Yosi Galosh, director of soda] 
services for the town of Bat Yam, 
said middle-class families who pre- 
viously would not have set foot in an 
agency like his are now coming for 
help. For example, he cited the case 
of a businessman with economic 
problemr. who is too depressed 3nd 
apathetic to solve his difficulties, and 
his wife, a teacher, wbo is anxious 
over her new responsibility as chief 
breadwinner. 

Galush urged his fellow therapists 
to learn more about economics: 
"Everyone in Israel understands 
economics except those who work 
with people who need help.” He 
raised questions about w;hich fami-

When MK Shulamii Aloni 
charged recently that the Histadnn 
trade union discriminates against 
women, she was not simply scoring a 
political point but also telling the 
truth. Na'aroat. the Histadrut's 
women's unit, onh teaches courses 
such as sewing and knitting. And its 
day-care centre fees are too high for 
most xxomen in development towns 
xvho set minimum wages if they do 
work. 

Sometimes women are given voca- 
tional training at government ex- 
pense xx hen no work in that field is 
offered. For example. 30 women 
from Netivot are now taking courses 
in the nearby kibbutz college and in 
the Practical Engineering College in 
Beerrieha. 

"There is no real need for these 
v ocations. but \ve send them to calm 
doxxn the unemployment situation." 
says Yehezkel Ygana. chairman of 
the Netivot labour council. 

—\Yc hope they 'll be able to find 
jobs, but it's pretty obvious that they 
won’t." 

Ygana believes that there is a dear 
.i goxernment policy of curing the 
I country's economic ills with a ”cer- 
5 tain, monitored level of unemploy- 
I ment.

= In mid-February, when 70 people 
were fired from the diamond-cutting 
factory in Ofakim. ail of the plant's 
130 workers - along xvith workers at 
other factories in town - marched on 
the town hall to protest. 

When asked about the employ- 
ment situation in the area, some of 
the women xvho marched were very- 
depressed. After paying off the day- 
care centre and babysitter, they said, 
they had perhaps IS2U.D00 a month 
left oxer.

It was evident that they felt that 
working outside the home was the 
road to their salvation: "One salary 
is not enough, and anyway we have 
to get out and forget the problems of 
home for a while." they agreed.

lies should be helped first when 
resources are insufficient to help 
everyone: should attention be given 
to those already in crisis, or to those 
showing signs of imminent trouble? 
He also cons’dered what the helping 
professions can do by way of preven- 
tion, and how the therapist, wbo also 
is uncertain about his job security or 
how he will make it to next payday, 
can help clients with these problems. 

When the audience, which num- 
bered on!}' about a dozen therapists, 
was asked for comments or ques- 
tions, several people wanted to 
know why the government does not 
consult with professionals on the 
implications of derisions in the 
sorial/economic field such as unem- 
ployment or possible elimination of 
free high school education. 

One social worker said that what 
worries her is rbe fact that young 
couples who bad come from multi- 
problem families, but who had 
seemed to be coping, are now slip- 
ping back into apathy, fatalism, vio- 
lence and all the other characteristics 
of the families from which they 
came. She blamed this on the econo- 
mic situation and on their feelings of 


serves for more time than a woman 
rakes off for children, in the long 
run. Women don't hax'e 10 children 
any more, for the most part." 

Sarah Nycatc. director of the Brit- 
ish Olim Society in Beersheba. says 
that "women of child-bearing age 
often cannot get work. Older women 
find it less difficult. If I tell an 
employer that a 31V- year-old woman 
does not want children and the em- 
ployer believes me. she does get a 
job." 

The law helps perpetuate this dis- 
crimination. because women musi 
take a three-month maternity leave. 
If a woman returns to work earlier, 
she has no legal protection should 
she have an accident on the job. 
Women earn f>5 ttgoroi for every 
shekel earned by a man. on the 
average. This, despite the equal- 
pay-for-equit 1-work supposedly 
granted xvnmen and men. The fact is. 
women often lose seniority when 
they take time out to have children, 
or xvhen they work pan-time while 
raising them. 

A new- study hv TeJ-Aviv Uni- 
versity sociologist’ Prof. Ephraim 
Yn'ar and doctoral student Dalia 
Nir. reported recently in the Hebrew 
press, shows that there is "net discri- 
mination" against woman. This ex- 
plains fully only 40 per cent of the 
gap between women's and men's 
average wages. 

Alfthings being equal, then, men 
earn more than women. Why? The 
researchers say women have diffe- 
rent expectations and tend to com- 
pare their achievements among 
themselves, not xvith men. Thus 
women who cam 35 per cent less 
than men tend to think that their 
salaries are adequate while men tend 
to complain that they are worth 
more than they are gening, accord- 
ing to the study. 

Other relevant research was pre- 
sented last month at the "Centraliza- 
tion and Decentralization in Israel" 
conference at Beersheba's Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev. 
Ronir Dovidovich-Menon. a gradu- 
ate student at the Technion in Haifa, 
presented a thesis stating that 
women with a wider spectrum of 
activities actually "grapple uiih the 
problems of daily fixing better than 
women who remain at home and 
seldom leave their neighbourhood.” 

In the end. it seems that working 
in or outside of the home is a deci- 
sion which must be made by each 
woman. But the decision too often is 
not freely made. Women are ham- 
pered by pre-conceived notions of 
what really constitutes "women's 
work": they must shoulder the bur- 
den of finding care for their children 
while they work: they must not seem 
too aggressive: and they must fend 
for themselves in job advancement 
where vocational training is con- 
cerned. 

“If the government really wants 
people to work hard and produce 
export items, it must declare that 
working women pay only five to 10 
per cent of their salaries for child 
care. This is how to get women to go 
to work. 1 don’t understand a gov- 
eminent that encourages people to 
work in factories but, on the other 
hand, doesn't help women.” says 
Sa'adia Elos of the Ofakim labour 
council. 

"The government's policy is 
obviously designed to keep women 
in the home." adds Levinson. 

"Expensive child-care, no proper 
vocational training.. .Let's face it. 
it's far easier to find work as mecha- 
nics and welders than as seamstres- 


helplessness in the face of inflation 
and job insecurity. 

Dr. Solly D reman of Beo-Gurion 
University, a psychologist and ex- 
pert on one-parent families, sug- 
gested that families find change diffi- 
cult. This is why girls whose fathers 
beat their mothers many husbands 
who beat them, or why problems like 
incest and alcoholism are passed on 
from one generation to the next, he 
said. 

When the husband leaves bis fami- 
ly, the wife tries to bring the situa- 
tion back to what it was by turning 
one of her sons into a little husband, 
even taking him into her bed - 
ostensibly to comfort and protect 
him. according to Dreman. 

In the face of economic uncertain- 
ty and new problems with which they 
don't know how to cope, he added, 
families go back to old patterns of 
behaviour. In some cases this means 
creating the same kind of multi- 
problem family in which they grew 
up.

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WASHINGTON ( AP). - Sometime 
in ihe first part of 1985, economists 
believe the U.S., the richest country 
on earth, became a net debtorfor the 
first time since before World War I. 

Simply put, that means that the 
U.S. owes the rest of the world more 
than the rest of the world owes the 
U.S., something that hasn’t occur- 
red since 1914. 

What is most ominous to U.S. 
observers about the situation, eco- 
nomists say, is that the U.S. is now 
on a downhill slide which will see its 
debt pile up at ao almost astronomic- 
al rate. 

By the end of ibis year, the U.S. 
will be the world’s leading debtor 
nation, with debts substantially 
ahead of the previous leaders. Brazil 
and Mexico. 

The S100 billion in external debt 
owed at the end of 1985 could grow 
to $1 trillion by 1989, according to 
one scenario that economists say is 
well within the realm of possibility. 

While economists generally agree 
on what is occurring, there is more 
debate about what it means. 

Some argue that whether the U.S. 
is a net debtor or not is of little 
consequence to the country's econo- 
mic well-being. This argument 
points out that the U.S. has been a 
net debtor for most of its history. 

From the founding of the country 
through the 19th century, the U.S., 
as a developing nation, borrowed 
more capital from overseas than it 
exported. 

In 1914, the last year the country 
was a net debtor, it owed S3. 7b. 
more to foreigners than they owed 
the U.S. 

However, the U.S. lent heavily to 


help its European allies fight World 
War I and it has been lending more 
money overseas than it has been 
borrowing up until just recently. 

In feet, the U.S. has depended on 
the income from its overseas invest- 
ments to cover its annual trade de- 
ficit. The country has not run a 
surplus in foreign trade since 1975. 
but as recently as 1981 it had a 
surplus in its current account. 

The current account is the 
broadest measure of the country’s 
foreign transactions. It measures not 
only trade in merchandise but also 

trade in services. The principal com- 
ponent of the service category is 
investment flows between nations. 

Up until four years ago, the U.S. 
could count on its earnings on over- 
seas investments to cover its trade 
deficits, but since 1982. the trade 
deficits have swamped the overseas 
earnings. 

The current account went from a 
surplus of $6. 3b. in 1981 to a deficit 
of S41.6b. in 1983. The current 
account deficit this year tops $100 
billion. 

Now that overseas earnings no 
longer cover what is purchased from 
abroad, the country is in the position 
of relying on the willingness of fore- 
igners to hold dollars to finance the 
trade deficits. 

So far. this has not been a prob- 
lem. In fact, the dollar has soared in 
value by between 40% and /0% 
since 1980. depending on what cur- 
rencies it is measured against. 

But many economists are con- 
cerned about what will happen when 
the dollar starts losing strength and 
U.S. investments are no longer so 
.appealing overseas. That is when the 


country's net debtor status could 
besin to pinch, they wam. 

C. Fred Bergsten. director of the 
Institute for International Econo- 
mics. a private research group, said 
that the huge foreign debt subjects 
the U.S. to a large amount of uncer- 
tainty and foreign pressure. 

•‘There is a real question in ray- 
mind whether you can be the world's 
greatest power if you are a massive 
debtor country with the rest of the 

world holdins vou in hock, he said. 

Michael Evans, head of his own 
Washington forecasting firm, said 
the reaf threat to the U.S. is not so 
much the crowing foreign control of 
U.S. capital, but in the underlying 
causes - the country 's weak trading 
performance. 

More and more companies are 
takinc their plants overseas because 
the high value of the dollar has put 
them at a severe competitive dis- 
advantage in foreign markets, he 
said. 

-The issue isn't whether we owe 
the mor.ev to foreigners or to 
ourselves." he said. "The problem is 
whether we are destroying the in- 
dustrial fabric of our society. 

The strength of the dollar is 
blamed for much of the country's 
trading problems because it has 
allowed a flood of cheaper foreign 
soods into the country and made i: 
harder for U.S. manufacturers to sell 
their products overseas because they 
are now more expensive. 

While the strong dollar has hurt 
U.S. farmers and businesses which 
must compete with foreign goods. 
U.S. consumers have reaped the 
benefits of much lower inflation be- 
cause of tne stronE dollar.

France reschedules Iraq’s 1985 debts 


Jaguar makes dramatic come-back 


LONDON (Reuter). - Jaguar, the 
legendary British carmaker, con- 
firmed its dramatic return to success 
recently when it announced an 83% 
leap in profits for 1984. 

The company, which has clawed 
its way back from near-bankruptcy 
in the ‘late 1970s, said pre-tax profit 
for the year rose to £91.5 million 
($105m.) from £50m. ($57m.) in 
1983. 

Around the world, the company 
sold 32.900 of its sleek, luxury mod- 
els, a rise of almost 4,500 on the 
previous year and reported big adv- 
ances in the major luxury car mar- 
kets of the U.S. and West Germany. 

More than half of the saloons and 
sports cars made by the firm last year 
went to the U.S., where exporters 
such as Jaguar have been able to take 
advantage of the dollar's strength. 

However, the results disappointed 
the Londpn. Stock Exchange, which 


had expected even higher profits, 
and Jaguar shares dropped sharply. 

Jaguar was publicly floated last 
August after being hived off from 
state-owned British Leyland. which 
announced that it had slumped back 
into loss in 19S4. 

.Two other British companies that 
have been floated on the stock ex- 
change in line with the economic 
policies of the Conservative govern- 
ment have also disclosed their finan- 
cial results. 

British Telecom, privatized last 
December in the world’s biggest 
share sale, announced that pre-rax 
profits in the nine months to the end 
of 1984 rose to £1.07billion ($1.2b.) 
from £717m. ($Sl7m. ) a year earlier. 

Oil producer Britoil said that 
taxed profits in 1984 increased to 
£169m. (SI 93m.) from £143m. 
($,163m.).in 1983.

- Minister of Econo- 
mics and Planning Gad Yaacobi is- 
investigating the possibility of per- 
suading a U.S. bank to open a 
branch here to tap local funds kept 
by Israelis in a safe deposit box or in 
a private safe at home. 

Ya'acobi believes that such a bank 
may induce many people to deposit 
their funds, something they would, 
for a variety of reasons, not do with 
an Israeli bank. 

"No questions will be asked where 
the money comes from, and there 
will be no" tricks. The highest bank- 
ing secrecy will be maintained, and 
people wifi be able to withdraw their 
funds at will.” 

However, the foreign bank will 
have to invest all deposits in Israel 
and must accept the supervision.- of 
the Bank of Israel, as is the case with

PARIS (Reuter). - France has 
agTeed to reschedule billions of 
francs of Iraqi debt payments falling 
due this year, government sources 
said recently. 

The agreement is the fourth time 
in two years that France has helped 
Iraq overcome financial problems 
stemming from its war with Iran. 

France is Iraq's second-largest 
arms supplier after the Soviet Union 
and has been Baghdad’s leading 
western supporter throughout the 
53-month conflict. 

The French Treasury, which is 
responsible for external debt re- 
negotiations. declined comment on 


the agreement. But one ^official, 
termed it a “technical accord" within 
the framework of a 3.8 billion franc 
(S380m.) Iraqi debt refinancing 

which France approved last year. 

The new deal postpones for two 
years 1985 Iraq debt payments to 
France totalling "hundreds of mil- 
lions of francs a month," a senior 
official said, giving no overall figure. 
Interest on the payment extension 
will be "at market rates.” 

French press reports recently said 
that France, while still supporting 
Iraq, is trying to mend its relations 
with Iran-. This could explain the 
discretion surrounding the debt 
agreement.

WHEN TWO television crew members of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System from Beirut, a cameraman and a sound- 
man. were killed by Israeli tankfire during a search operation in 
South Lebanon, the CBS moguls in New York knew precisely, 
and right away, what had happened. And without even 
checki ng with the IDF. 

They knew that it had not been simply a tragic mishap in 
which two of their employees found themselves on the wrong 
side in warlike confrontation, among Shi’ite gunmen engaged 
in terrorism against Israeli soldiers. And they knew that it had 
not been a case in which Israeli soldiers, sensitive to the dangers 
lurking at every comer in South Lebanon, were doing what 
seemed natural in the circumstances - firing in the direction of 
the terrorists. 

So, CBS News President Edward Joyce shot off an angry 
message to Premier Shimon Peres, calling for an “immediate 
and energetic” probe into what he described as only the latest - 
though “the most wanton and tragic” - instance “of attacks by 
the Israeli military against innocent journalists in Lebanon.” 

The mind still boggles at the arrogance. Mr. Joyce had settled 
upon a convenient scapegoat to pin the blame for his company's 
independent decision, not cleared with the IDF. to despatch 
two of his employees into a raging battle zone to obtain 
pictures. 

It would surejy never have occurred to CBS to complain to 
the Russians for hitting a television crew surreptitiously filming 
the war in Afghanistan. But Israel is a small and friendly 
country, so it can be treated as an underling. 

Disregarding the insult, Mr. Peres responded with an 
explanation. Expressing his “deep sorrow” over the killings, 
the premier said the two men had taken “positions in the midst 
of a group of armed men who were engaged in active hostility 
against the IDF.” This satisfied President Reagan, who said he 
was sure the killings had not been deliberate. 

But it did not satisfy CBS. In retaliation. Mr. Joyce cancelled 
a planned series of morning news broadcasts from Jerusalem 
during Pessah and Easter week. To justify that decision, he 
turned his earlier charge sheet into a final verdict. 

The killings, he wired back to Mr. Peres, had been “entirely 
unprovoked,” a case of “deliberate fire by Israeli forces on 
unarmed and neutral journalists." 

All that was now needed was the facts to buttress the verdict. 
To gather these. News Vice President Ernest Leiser was sent 
here with instructions to demand a full-scale investigation. 

The demand was not met. But Mr. Leiser met with Mr. 
Peres's spokesman and the IDF spokesman and with senior 
army officers. He also conferred with the premier himself, and 
was flown over the area in which the incident had occurred. He 
emerged convinced, “even without complete information.” 
that the killings had not been a deliberate attempt to fire tank 
guns at the CBS crew, and might simply have been a tragic 
error. He had been shown that the distance between the crew 
and the tank was 2.5 kilometres and not, as CBS had claimed, 
500 metres. 

This was not a full retraction. Mr. Leiser was still “not 
persuaded it was not an excessive use of force." But his revised 
version amounted to calling the earlier CBS report a lie - or at 
least an untruth. 

Why not openly admit it, then? Apparently, because CBS is 
afraid that such an admission would undermine its prestige. 
Whatever prestige the CBS news department enjoys rests on 
credibility - which can only be further damaged by hemming 
and hawing. 

As matters stand, it is CBS that owes an apology to Israel. 
And making it would benefit CBS more than Israel. 


End to harassment 


ARE ETHIOPIAN Jews coming to Israel really Jews? 

The question may seem frivolous, even odious. Of course 
they are Jews, otherwise they would never have been airlifted 
here under the Law of Return, which applies only to Jews. In 
the eyes of the Jewish State, at least, there can be no question 
who or what they are. They are, simply, Jews. 

Yet when they do come here, at long last, after a millennia- 
long separation, they are told, by the Chief Rabbinate, that 
they are - well, not exactly, as Ethiopia’s dictator. Mengisru 
Haile Mariam, has pronouced them, not Jews, but, well, not 
quire Jews. There is, so to speak, some doubt about their 
Jewishness, and this flaw needs correction. At the minimum, 
through ritual immersion. 

Not ail rabbis think so. The two ex-chief rabbis. Shlomo 
Goren and Ovadia Yosef, have ruled the Ethiopians to be 
fully-fledged Jews, even without immersion. Other, stricter 
rabbis claim that even immersion is not enough, and their 
mindless followers have even prevented some Ethiopian Jews 
from praying at the Western Wall. 

Standing in between, the position of the Chief Rabbinate 
may then be defined as “moderate." 

Many of the Ethiopians’ own rabbis, whom they call priests, 
have gone along with the Chief Rabbinate, and they have 
talked some of their flock into undergoing immersion. It is. 
they say. a simple ritual, involving no physical pain, and it 
settles the matter of Jewishness once and for all. 

But the younger arrivals resist that. They consider them- 
selves no less Jewish than all the rest of Israel's Jews, and feel 
they need no immersion to prove it. If they were not, they 
should not have been brought here, they say. Violent feuds are 
reported to have lately erupted among the Ethiopians over tbe 


issue. 


Efforts by the Chief Rabbinate to lay the militancy of the 
leaders of the Ethiopian young to their Marxist upbringing at 
Addis Ababa University, are merely laughable- Would it 
perhaps also be said that they are being egged on by those two 
local Marxist theoreticians, Shlomo Goren and Ovadia Yosef? 

It is time to put an end to this dismaying episode, which 
diminishes Operation Moses, one of the country’ s noblest 
undertakings.

The fund is aimed at assisting 
members who go on aliya, in the 
form of interest-free Joans for cover- 
ing moving expenses and for second 
mortgages. Eighteen families have 
left the congregation and settled in 
Israel since 1976 out of 400 member 
families. Young Israel believes that

IT CAN be very embarrassing to try 
Xo predict how a super-power will 
act. The powers that be may espouse 
one political line and take another. 
Which is what makes a recent study 
bv Dr. Shai Feldman so impressive. 
Feldman, of the Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty's Jaffee Centre for Strategic Stu- 
dies, published a paper entitled “Re- 
lations Between the Reagan Admi- 
nistration and Israel: the Second 
Term." 

In this study Feldman forecasts for 
the next three-and-a-half years in an 
area in which there are numerous 
frustrating variables. On one major 
point he seems already to have been 
borne out. He writes, in a study that 
was completed several weeks ago: 

“(The Reagan Administration) 
will refrain from any attempt to 
implement any new or old policy 
initiative for the solution of the 
Arab-Israel conflict without the ex- 
istence of prior conditions, the most 
important of which being the emerg- 
ence of a serious Arab partner to 
negotiations with Israel. Unless 
King Hussein unequivocally de- 
clares his readiness to enter the poli- 
tical process on the basis of the 
Reagan initiative of September 
19827 tbe Administration will desist 
from investing its political resources 
in any attempt to further that initia- 
tive. 

“The Hussein-Arafat agreement 
of early February and the Mubarak 
initiative of late February do not 
provide asufficient basis for the U.S. 
to renew its political initiative in this 
regard.” 

The Reagan Administration last 
week gave short shrift to attempts by 
the Jordanian foreign minister to get 
U.S. acquiescence to a watering

Feldman, who recej'ved his Ph.D. 
from the University of California at 
Berkeley and worked at the Israel 
Embassy in Washington eight years 
ago in congressional liaison, is the 
author of "a recent book. IsmeF s 
Nuclear Deterrence. 

His on-the-nail forecast of the 
Reagan Administration's reaction to 
the recent Arab initiatives was based 
on his reading that Washington was 
burnt when Jordan backtracked 
from tbe assumptins on which tbe 
Reagan initiative was based two- 
and-a : half years ago. and on the fact 
that the Reagan' team has a new 
order of priorities in its second term. 

These he puts as: “dealing with 
America's budget and foreign trade 
problems; negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on a nuclear weapons 
reduction agreement: and the for- 


mulation of a policy intended to stop 
the spread of revolutionary regimes 
in Central America without requir- 
ing direct U.S. military intervention. 

“Barring extraordinary develop- 
ments in our region, such as war. or 
alternatively a dramatic and real 
opening of the political process ar 
the initiative of an Arab leadeT. it is 
doubtful that in the coming two 
years. the U.S. will seek to conduct a 
high profile diplomacy here.” 


Neither does he see any decline in 
the political power of- the American 
Jewish community.. He warns," 
■however, against erode attempts to 
. violate the formal and informal rules 
of the game governing the applica- 
tion of that power- in American poll-. 
<ics. Injudicial use of that power - 
could lead to' a ' backlash, which, 
would express itself in legislation on 
political financing that could serious- 
ly inHbit its application in thefuture. 


Overall Dr. Feldman's study per- 
ceives a background of unpre- 
cedentedly good relations between 
the U.S. and Israel. He sees no signs 
of any erosion in tbe basically 
favourable attitude towards Israel of 
the major figures in the U.S. Admi- 
nistration and of the leaders and 
majorities of both houses of Con- 
gress. He urges that Israel continue 
to foster these favourable attitudes 
by emphasizing the ideological and 
emotional aspects of the values 
which the U.S. and Israel share as 
free- and democratic Western 
societies.

Feldman sees in U.S. -Israel rela- 
tions is the issue of American urns 
sales to Jordan and Saudi Arabia.

THE AUSTRALIAN government's 
decision to withdraw its contingent 
from the Multinational Force and

Labour Party, which insisted on a 
United Nations force, despite the 
fact that the Soviets would inevirably 
have vetoed such a proposal.

There seemed no recognition of 
the feet that, despite disappoint- 
ments. the peace between Israel and 
Egypt is still a reality to which many 
hopes are attached. 

The fact is that the powerful left 
wing of Australia’s Labour Party, 
which contains a number of PLO 
supporters and other assorted “anti- 
Zionists.” is increasingly calling the 
shots in Australian domestic and 
foreign policy. It is trying, with a fair 


degree of success, to break Australia 
away from pro-Western internation- 
al arrangements.

Sir. - A common misconception 
held by otherwise learned persons is 
that which is expressed in Paul Lax’s 
letter of March 15, in which he 
writes: “I do not see why Israel 
should go further in condemning 
apartheid than any other country.” 
In essence, Mr. Lax is saying that 
because everyone else is doing “it," 
the knowledge that “it" is morally 
reprehensible is irrelevant and hence 
Israel need not examine her stance 
on the matter. 


If Mr. Lax feels the need to 
rationalize Israel’s relations with 
South Africa through an uncom- 
plimentary and simplistic “crowd 
psychology" rule, rather than rely 
upon one of the more complicated 
(yet equally invalid) economic and 
political excuses given in the Knes- 
set. he ought to keep, in mind an 
adage known to most by the age of 
five: two wrongs do not make ? right. 

Apartheid prohibits blacks from 


participating as full members in all 
spheres of Kfe in South Africa, and 
the Botha regime is heavily depen- 
dent on the support (primarily milit- 
ary and economic ) of outside gov- 
ernments. Therefore, one possible 
way to promote equality in South 
Africa is through the withdrawal of 
support by foreign governments. 

Israel, always so concerned with 
her moral stance, has turned her 
back on this issue. The relations of 
other countries with South Africa, 
while certainly an issue, should not 
be the means by which we measure 
the correctness of our own be- 
haviour. 

Given the unique history of her 
people. Israel, more than any ocher 
country, should be sympathetic to 
the plight of a people who are ex- 
cluded from participating freely in 
the life of the country in which they 
are born and reaping the rewards of 
their toil.
